Special Town Meeting. 


The call for a special town meeting, 
to come Morday evening October 
21, is published elsewhere. It will be 
seen that its work is outlined to be the 
providing of sutlicient funds to put the 
west side of Main street in good repair, 
including in such provision the neces- 
sary funds to build a very much 
needed storm sewer. 

It will strike those who know the 
needs of Main street that this latter 
provision is a very wise one. “Build 
a toad and wash it off’ has been the 
order of the day in Andover for so 
long, it has become the natural thing 
to expect our roads on hilly places to 
be short lived. The selectmen are 
planning to overcome this tendency in 
the rebuilding of Main street. 

Their plan provides for an 8 to 10 
inch sewer from the top of the hill to 
Morton street;a 12 inch from Morton 
to Locke street; and a 15 inch pipe 
from Locke street entering into Roger’ 8 
brook. Catch basins and cross pipes 
from the east side into the main sewer 
will effectually carry off all the water 
from that side of the street and with 
both sides well graded and surfaced 
the town should be very proud of its 
Main street. 

While there may be some opposition 
te making any appropriation at this 
time, the exigencies of the case seem 
to amply justify such a course. There 
is a month yet in which to carry on to 
advantage; outdoor. work. The town 
has an expensive equipment for its 
highway department which should be 
kept busy during that month, but the 
appropriation for that department is 
almost entirely exhausted. | Obviously 
the question 1s an extra month of 
dilly dallying and consequent waste, or 
more money to keep ‘the wheels turn- 
ing. Main street must be rebuilt 
sooner or later, and the sooner the 
beiter. It seems to be a wise plan 
that is suggested by the selectmen for 
a special town meeting to do this work 
at once.

avenue. Prayer was offered by Prof. 
Egbert C. Smyth of the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. While this service 
was being conducted, the student body 
and several old graduates assembled in 
front of the academy building and were 
marshalled to Chapel avenue by Frank 
O’Brien, ’02, Plattsburg, N. Y., president 
of the school. After the private ser- 
vices were finished, twelve of the stu- 
dents, acting as bearers, carried the cas- 
ket to the Chapel, where the public ser- 
vice was held, the entire body of stu- 
dents, relatives and honorary pall 
bearers acting as escorts.

WILLIAM KELLY. 


William Kelly, a veteran of the Eng- 
lish Army, and of the Civil war, died 
last Tuesday, October 1, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. David Melntosh, in 
the West Parish. Deceased was known 
to but few in Andover but was highly 
esteemed by those who. were acquainted 
with him. He was born in England in 
1820 and enlisted in the English army in 
1843 and served with credit all through 
the Indian war and in other campaigns 
until 1857.

Professor George F. Moore has re- 
signéd his chair in the Theological Sem- 
inary to accept a professorship in Har- 
vard University, newly created for him, 
in which he will give instruction chiefly 
in “The History «f Religions.” This 
action does not, however, take the 
‘Trustees and Faculty altogether by sur- 
prise, for it has, for some little time, 
been anticipated. The Trustees at 
onve voted to accept the resignation, 
with every expression of esteem, and ap- 
pointed Professor Day, Professor Ropes 
of Cambridge and the Rev. Dr. McKen- 
zie as a committee to nominate a suc- 
cessor.

Sad Drowning Accident. 


Thursday noon about quarter past one, 
when little Lizzie Leslie, the tive year 
and seven months old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Leslie, Frye Village, 
was on her way to school in company 
with some other children, she stopped 
for a moment to climb up on the rail- 
ing at the bridge over the Shawsheen 
to look over into the water. Her moth- 
er was watching her from the door of 
her home a scant 100 yards away. 

Suddenly the little one lost: her bal- 
ance and with a screayn toppled over 
into the water, which was nearly six 
feet deep at this spot. The scream of 
the daughter was echoed by one full of 
agony from the mother who saw her 
daughter rise and sink for the third 
time before the paralysis of fear which 
rendered her limbs powerless had passed 
away. ‘Then she sped to the bridge, but 
grief rendering her frantic she went to 
the other side from which the little girl 
went down and would have jumped in 
herself had she act been prevented. 

Her shouts brought assistance quickly 
to the scene. When the spot where the 
child weut down had been determined, 
George F. Smith, of the Smith & Dove 
mills, whose home is close by, grappled 
the body at the first trial with a pole 
and hook from the old mill. 

The bystanders began at once the 
work of recusitation, assisted after afew 
moments by a doctor who happened to 
be passing on the car. Dr, Abbott was 
summoned and he soon came to do his 
best. Altho’ the child had been in the 
water only five minutes or so, the ‘work 
seemed to go for naught. Hypodermic 
injections were tried but proved un- 
availing, and after an hour’s work by 
the bridge the body was taken ‘to the 
house where hot baths and artificial 
respiration was used for an hour or more 
before the little one’s life was given up. 

The father is an employee at Smith & 
Dove’s. The child was a favorite with 
all her little playmates and with all who 
knew her. ‘The funeral will be held 
Saturday.

BANKRUPTCY EASY. 

The new bankruptcy law has now 
been in effect for three years, Since 
its Inception, Aug. 1, 1898 ,this law has 
been sought by 4984 petitioners into 
bankruptcy, of which 254 were involua- 
tary petitions. Out of this large num- 
ber but 21 were refused discharges by 
the court. 

‘When the law first went into effect It 
was felt that for a year or so a great 
many would seek this way of getting 
square with the world, and that after a 
time there would be a gradual falling 
off in the number. 

Such was not the case however. For 
the first year cf the law ,ending Aug, 1. 
1899. there were 1400 petitions filed 
while the following year there were 
1776. During the year just closed 
there were 1708. 

Although the law has only been {n 
force about three years, yet a number 
of people have been through bank- 
ruptcy twice, and in a few instances 
third applications are about to be pre- 
sented. 

It Is said that the judges of the fede- 
ral courts feel that the restrictions 
should be greater ana the discharges 
more ditgcult to obtain and it is quite 
possible that steps with this end in 
was positive proof that some of the 
view may be taken. 


In half a dozen e°ses where there 
property has been transferred or con- 
cealed, the district attorney’s office 


took up the case and convictions were 
obtained in every instance.
